Principal fisheries:  White perch, chain pickerel 
 
Chain pickerel provide good fishing at Starbird Pond, and excellent fishing can be expected for white 
perch. Yellow perch became established in the early 1960’s but have not developed into a viable fishery.  
Young-of-year yellow perch are being heavily utilized by white perch and pickerel as a food source. 
 
Starbird Pond is used by the Town of Hartland as the Town’s water supply, and the water company owns 
approximately one-half of the shoreline. 
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
